1 . Amended claims 1-14 and newly submitted claims 15-25 are directed to inventions that 
are independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
amended claims 1-9 and 15-18 are now directed to a method of heat transfer which has a 
different classification from original claims 1-9 which were directed to a bonding method to 
produce a metal laminate (class 156), and amended claims 10-14 and 20-25 are now directed to a 
heat transfer apparatus while original claims 10-14 were directed to the non-structural metal 
laminate (class 428.) 

2. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-25 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. Hence, the amendment filed 
on 1 1/05/04 essentially canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only 
amended claims drawn to non-elected inventions is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The 
remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because they are distinct inventions 
different from the inventions elected by original presentation.
